“Like many in the progressive era, Brandeis 
was reacting to the discovery that rewards 
under the new capitalist order are incom¬ 
mensurate with intelligence,talent, hard work, 
risk-taking, daring, or manliness — in other 
words, all the important elements of the 


American capitalist rationale. This troubled 
Brandeis as it has unaccountably ceased to 
trouble most modern observers. The best 
that is presently offered — and it is truly 
the best — is that our economic system 
'works’ (that is, it produces commodity sur¬ 
pluses and has enabled us to win two world 
wars), that ‘the public is satisfied,’ that the 
beneficiaries of the system still outnumber 
‘its victims,’ and that whatever the illogic 
of the whole thing, ‘in the present we survive.’ 
It would seem that we were back with the 
assumptions of John Moody that national 
power and affluence need no further justifica¬ 
tion. . . . 

“Brandeis’ Other People's Money is of 
course primarily valuable for what it tells 
us about the antitrust movement in the pro¬ 
gressive era. . . .
